House Destroy- 
ed By Fire 


G. E. Boswell, Hite Drug Co., 
and D. L. Wilson Lose By 
Fire and Smoke. 


MANY ESCAPE HALF-CLAD 


Heavy Explosion Drives Flames 
To All Parts of Structure 


The Commercial House was destroyed 
by fire Friday night Jast. Flames were 
first discovered about 9:00 p. m. 
Owing to the heavy Wind and frame 
structure the flames spread rapidly 
and and the twenty-five people who 
were sleeping at the time, managed to 
escape down the fire-ropes, partially 
clad. 

The fire department responded 
promptly and soon had several lines of 
hose on the flames: They had hardly 
got under way when a terrific explosion 
occured somewhere near the dining- 
room.paert which blew out .the sidé of 
the structure next to the Boswell 
building, This drove the fire to every 
part of the burning structure and a big 
sheet of flame shot up over the Boswell 
lock, smashing in the big window and 
sky-light and filling the interior of the 
second floor of that block with flames. 


Aline of hose was run up the front- 


stairway aud another swung to the 
roof and the fire in the Boswell block 
was drowned out. ° 

In the meantime the firemen were 
endeavoring to hold*the flames in the 


. hotel in check, and to keep the flames’ 


from severing the maia-line electric 
light wire that was carrying power to 
the water works pumping station. 

With a heavy wind from the north 
and zero temperature, our’ firemen 
were badly handicapped. That they 
were able to hold the fire at all is re- 
markeble and each and every one ot 
our firemen are te be congratulated on 
the efficient work of that night. 

The Commercial House is a total loss.’ 
W. P. Porter owned the structure, 
which was only partially insured. Mr. 
and Mrs, Louis Haranden were manag- 
ing the hotel and they lost heavily, 
having only $500 insurance. A piano 
and many other valuable articles were 
among their losses. 

There were some twenty bomtaarat in 
the hotel and nearly every one of the 
men lost clothing and wausnle articles, 
including money. 

In the Boswell Block, Mrs. G E, 
Boswell, who owns the building is 
probably -the heaviest loser. The 
upper part of the structure is badly 
damaged, as is also some of her house- 
hold furnishings. Att’y D. L. Wilson, 
who occupies thé front part of the 
“second floor with law offices, is a loser 
by both smoke and water. ; 

The main floor and basement ‘of the 
building is occupied by the Hite Drug 
Company. Water poured down on 

‘their.stock: and some of the fixtures 
are in bad shape.. Mr. Hite is undecid- 
ed as-t6 st. what his loss will amount 

. 

All parties in the Boswell Building 

carried insurance which will cover 
their loss, 


Water poured into the basement of 


the post office block, Otis J. Smith, 
barber and City Clerk, had to contend 
with the deluge, but his loss is com- 
paratively small. 

One of the freak features of the fire 
is that in spite of the intense heat and 
a heavy water preassure being thrown 
{n every direction, the larger windows 


. inthe front part of the hotel remain 


unbroken. 

With the burning of the Gnisnsanatal 
House, East Jordan loses another of its 
old-time fland-marks. At present The 
Herald is unable to give its history, but 
we understand that over a quarter- 
century ago it was occupied by Fred 
E. Boosinger (now of Cleveland) as a 


~ postoffice and general store, \ 


What remains of the structure is 
beyond re-building, and the location 
remain vacant for some time,

FARMERS COULD CUT 
FERTILIZER BILLS 


That Michigan farmers who purchasé 
fertilizers could effect an annual sav- 
ing of $300,000 by using only the high 
grade or Michigan standard fertilizers 
instead of low grade or low analysis 
materials, is the statement of Dr. M. M. 
McCool, head of the soils department 
atthe Michigan Agricultural College, 

“Lack of standardization and the use 
of low analysis fertilizers have resulted 
not only in an unnecessarily high cost 
of plant food to the farmers, but also 
in less efficient use,” says Dr. McCool: 
“The cost of manufacturing and hand- 
ling agiven amount of plant food in 
high analysis fertilizers is less than -it 
is for those of low analysis. 

“The Michigan farmer should pur- 
chase fertilizers on the basis of their

, AT PETOSKEY. 


Petitions were placed in circulation 
at Petoskey last Thursday. asking the 


- | government be changed from the pre- 


sent commission form of government 
to the former aldermanic form.

“Weare in no- hurry to push 
this recall affair,” stated Mr. Weaver,

RAILROADS TO SELL MILEAGE 


1, C. © Orders Big Lines to Resume 
Issuing Ccupons, 


Washington—Rgilrov:ds have been 
ordered by the Intersiate Commerce 
Commission to resume the practice of 
selling interchangeable mileage books 
good for 2,500 miles of travel at re- 
ductions of 20 per cent from the regu- 
lar passenger rates. 

Sale of the books must begin March

Reapportionment Bills Introduced 

Under the constitutional require- 
¢ment of reapportioning memberships 
yn the legislature avery ten years, the 
present legislature mugt put through 
a reapportionment bill. Much thought 
ta ‘ing given this matter because 
of we failure of the act passed by the 
1913 lawmakers, with the result that 
the old apportionment of seats re- 
mained in force. 

Bills looking to reapportionment 
have been introduced both in the sen- 
ate and the house by Wayne members 
who are desirous of having some 
definite plan in the committees on 
which work may be started. Rep, Vin- 
cent Dacey, of Detroit, introduced the 
house bill and declares that he has 
carefully guarded in it against running 
counter to the “moiety clause” on 
which the 1913 act was wrecked, Sena- 
tor Arthur BE. Wood, of Detroit, intro- 
duced the senate bill. 

The house bill would give: Wayne 
24 seats in coming legislatures, an in- 
crease of ten over the present num- 
ber. The senate bill would give 
Wayne nine senators, four more than 
the county now has. It is expected 
that the committees in both houses 
will get to work in the near future 
on the whole problem of reapportion- 
ment and report out bills that repre: 
sent the best ideas of the committee 
members on the subject. 

4 Would Regulate Bus Lines, 

Regulation of passenger motor bus- 
es, which run from town to town in 
various parts of Michigan is sought in 
8 bill {Introduced by Rep. William O. 
Lee, of Port Huron. The bill aims to 
place such Vehicles under the super- 
vision of the publis utilities commis- 
sion and would require them to make 
quarterly statements of gross earn- 
ings, paying a license fee of 5 per 
cent of these earnings on vehicles 
with pneumatic tires and 7 per cent 
on those with hard tires. Bus opera- 
tors also would be required to carry 
indemnity insurance of $2,000 each to 
cover accidents. 

Manufacturers Protest Tax Increase 

Protests of manufacturers against 
the Sligh bill to take the $10,000 
Nmit out of the corporation, tax bill 
and leave the mill tax rate unchanged 
were made at a public hearing which 
packed the senate chamber for an 
evening. Manufacturers declared: they 
stood for the tax two years ago when 
it was proposed as a means of wiping 
out 4 $6,000,0000 deficit in the state 
treasury,’ but that now the effort is 
being made to make this emergency 
law e+nermanent one. If the latter is 
to be the case the manufacturers de- 
clared the rate of 3 1-2 mills should 
be reduced to one mill or two mills. 

Bills Hit Easy Divorce 
Marriage and divorce bills drawn up 
by Judges Gillespie and Covert, of 
Pontiac, after consultation with other 
circuit judges, have been introduced 
by Oakland county members in both 
houses. The divorce hill would make 
-it more difficult to obtain a divorce
